having to be fractioned out and spread over the 
immense and widely spread areas of thé Colonial 
territory, the.military authorities may not be so 
much to blame for their comparative tardiness in 
re-inforcing distant garrisons and outposts, Owing 
tothe absenccof all conscription the British arry 
is kept at.a very reduced figure, and’ it is not 
sufficient to meet the requirements of the times. 
It goes without saying that if to-morrow our 
legislators and politicians thought fit to revolu- 
tionise our. army system and’ introduce com- 
‘pulsory enrolment, England would be able 
within a very short pertod of time, ‘say, within 
& ‘year, to muster two millions of men. ‘So far 
our main strength bag lain in the Navy; and 
we may say with some confidence that the 
day is not far distant when our maritime forces
